VISIT OF SCIENTIST. 


Prof. Thomas A. Jaggar, Eastern Sci- 


entist, Proposes to Study Section 


of World About Which Little 


Is Known. 


Not the north pole, but Islands lying 


on the borderland of the arctic circle, IB 
tho lure which is going to tempt'an 
eastern scientist in his effort to learn 
more about a practically unknown 
land. 
The Aleutian islands off; the 


coast of Alaska, have never been ex- 
plored in the "true 
sense 
of 
tho 


term, and 'Prof. Thomas A. Jaggar of 
.the Massachusetts Institute of;Tech- 
nology, is about to undertake the task 
of studying the geological formation 
of this group of islands. His party 
will include some of the most noted 
geologists of the day, and it is ex- 
pected that there will be plenty of 
work fo^all, as the Aleutian islands, 
from a geological standpoint/are mar- 
vels of possibility. 
Little or nothing 


is known of them, and it may bo that 
from .end to end they are composed 
of auriferous rock of the richest de- 
scription.

tion, • which is 
financed 
by 
Boston 


•men, and is, as given out, purely 
a 


private enterprise in the interest of 
adding to the world's store of geo- 
logical knowledge. 


Stretched along the shores of Alaska 


are the islands, of the Aleutian group, 
embracing hundreds of miles of terri- 
tory. The Islands extend from 
the 


mainland of Alagka 
westward, and 


countless herds of wild cattle 
ami 


sheep roam unmolested across tho vast 
tracts. Many of them are devoid of 
even a stick of timber, hut are rich 
in vegetation, affording the finest pas- 
turage on the western 
portion 
of 


tho continent for cattle and stock to 
: graze. 


Volcanoes are constantly In a state 


of eruption on many of the group, and 
the vast upheavals of nature constant- 
ly throw up to the surface of tho 
ocean other islands, while the same 
force also destroys portions of 
tho 


archipelago at various seasons of tho 
year. 


First in Importance in the group arc 


the Priblloff islands, 'formed of vol- 
canic upheavals. They are also the 
newest of the group. 
The BogslofT 


group, also, are of first importance in 
size, and the value of vegetation ant] 
timber. 
Fire island and Castle Hock 


rank only second to these in size and 
importance. 


Tho climate of the Aleutian island;; 


is mild, and such harbors 
as 
are 


found there are open all winter. It 
has been maintained by many persons 
familiar with conditions .in that part 
of the world that the climate is so 
favorable as to permit of stock mis-

NEW GOVERNOR OF PORTO RfCO 


During 
the 
administration 
of 
President 


Roosevelt a great number of wealthy men have 
accepted positions 
In the government service, 


both at Washington and in the foreign diplo- 
matic service. 
In many cases such positions 


have not been of great importance, but it shows 
that since the United States has taken her place 
as one of the' great world powers there is a grow- 
ing need of men trained in diplomatic service, 
and'owing to the great cost of living in foreign 
service there is also need of men with great 
wealth. •

An example of the rise of a man of wealth to 


greater honors from lesser positions In the admin- 
istration is Mr. Regis Henri Post, recently ap- 
pointed governor of Porto Rico by President 
Roosevelt after serving as auditor and secretary 


of those United States possessions. 


Mr. Postjs public career began In 1S9S, when he was elected a member of 


the state assembly by the Republicans of the Second Suffolk county district. 
At the expiration of his first term he was re-elected by an increased plurality,' 
but on account of the health of his wife he did not again seek a re-election, 
but devoted some time to travel. He is a wealthy man by inheritance and for 
a year or two traveled extensively. 


In February, 1903, he was appointed by the president to the office of 


auditor for Porto Rico. He held this office until August, 1904, when President 
Roosevelt, recognizing the ability with which he had discharged his duties as 
auditor, promoted him by making him secretary of Porto Rico to succeed 
Charles Hartzell.

As secretary Mr. Post was called upon frequently to assume the reins of 


government in! the absence of Governor Beekman Winthrop and he did this 
with signal ability. 
When Governor Winlhrop retired from office on March 


4 to become assistant secretary of the treasury, President Roosevelt at once 
appointed Mr. Post as Governor Winthrop's successor. 


.Mr. Post has known the President for many years, and when Air. Post 


was a member of the state assembly, President Roosevelt was occupying the 
governor's chair at Albany.
